1. History of shipments : 




a* Cases #l4/l to 14/382 were apparently received directly by the 
Library of Congress, or may have been shipped there by Camp 
Ritchie. Whether these are all there now can not be 
ascertained without e. disproportionately great deal of work, but 
it is believed that some of them may have been shipped elsewhere 
in Camp Ritchie days. Library of Congress are of the opinion any 
such cases axe at the GMDS warehouse at Cameron, but GrMDS does not 
have them. 


b. Cases #14/383 to 14/395 were shipped to Library of Congress by 
OMDS after rough- screening. These are all still there. 


2. Operations: 


In response to telephoned CIA/PDB instructions of 2 Oct, 1947* 
cases of the n Rosenberg Collection" were inspected at L ibrary of 
Congress on 21 October 1947.

b. On October 22,1947, verbal report was made to CIA (PDB) to the 
effect that the Intelligence Value of the "Collection" was 
considered to be extremely low and that it consisted mostly of 
old books and propaganda material.

4* Conclusions: 


a. We are dealing here with the remains of the ^Rosenberg Collection” 
after the main parts classified as national art treasures and 
including the collection on the USSR were returned to the nations 
concerned. 

b. The material remaining has very low Intelligence interest but 
is o f Historical value and may be of use to Psychological 
Warfare . 

5* Recommendations : 


a. That no further screening action be taken at the present time, 
as the very low-grade nature of the material (from the 
Intelligence point of view) does not warrant the time and labor 
which would be consumed. 
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That the Library of Congress be requested to advise us when 
they begin the processing of this collection, so that one man 
may he detailed to liaison duty with them to secure such 
material as may he of Intelligence value.
